Bull Shows 
Signs oi Hie 


NEW YORK (AP)—The bad­ 
ly mauled Wall Street bull be­ 
gan to show a few signs of life 
this week and got in a few licks 
against his enemy , the bear. 
It was the first time in three 
weeks that the stock market 
had been able to show two 
clear-cut rallies in a week. Still 
the market showed a loss based 
on most indicators, its fourth 
straight. 
Thanks to selective gains by 
some of its 30 stocks, however, 
Hie Dow Jones industrial aver­ 
age emerged with a gain of .78 
at 876.89 . It was tile first ad­ 
vance in a four-week stretch 
which 
saw 
weekly 
losses 
mounting to 20 and 30 points in 
the Dow. 
It has been a bear (or de­ 
clining) market since Feb. 9 
when 
the 
Dow 
industrials 
reached their historic peak of 
9 55.15 and began sliding. By the 
end of last Tuesday ’s session 
the average had sunk 131.01 
points, closing at 864.14. 
The nex t day the market put 
on its biggest rally in ll months. 
The Dow industrials climbed 
14 36 points. Had the bottom 
been reached? 
The answer was “no” from 
most analy sts. 
“ It is not a bottom,” said one 
ex pert. “This is a sharp techni­ 
cal rally . We have got to test 
this thing for a week or two.” 
Another said it might be “ a 
temporary bottom.” He added 
however, that “we might have 
to see saw for a while, back- 
and-fill, try to make a base.” 
When the nex t bull (or rising) 
market would get under way 
was any one’s guess. 
Wall Street certainly was not 
out of the woods. Of 1,586 issues 
traded this week, losers out­ 
numbered gainers by 9 60 to 488. 
Tile Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks fell 2.1 to 319 .0. 
The pace of tile decline, how­ 
ever, had been braked consid­ 
erably .

Rebels Fire 
On American 
Installations 


SAIGON,

warned Buddhist leaders today 
that American troops will strike 
back in case of further shelling 
of U.S. installations by Bud­ 
dhist-backed rebel troops. 
The warning was delivered by 
American consular representa­ 
tives in Hue to Thich Tri Quang, 
a powerful Buddhist monk rn 
the rebellious northern prov­ 
ince. 
American sources said Tri 
Quang repeated his demands for 
U. S. pressure to oust the mili­ 
tary government of Premier 
Nguy en Cao Ky . 
The American representatives 
met Tri Quang shortly after 
rebel fire in the embattled city 
of Da Nang injured I 5 U. S. 
servicemen 
and 
after 
rebel 
troops fired mortars at the U. S. 
air base near the city . 
American 
military 
sources 
said they felt none of the at­ 
tacks were deliberate but ex ­ 
posed American servicemen to 
additional danger. 
As Ky ’s air force bombed reb­ 
el forces in Da Nang and riot 
police clashed with more than 5,- 
000 Buddhist demonstrators in 
Saigon, Ky called a “civilian- 
military national people’s con­ 
gress” meeting for nex t Tues­ 
day in an effort to end the 
strife. 
The congress is supposed to 
represent a cross-section of the 
country ’s political factions and 
is to discuss the way s of stabil­ 
izing the situations before the 
Sept. ll election for a constitu­ 
ent assembly . 
Fifteen U.S. servicemen were 
wounded by mortars and rock­ 
ets during clashes between reb­ 
el and government forces at 
Da Nang and some mortar 
shells fired from rebl positions 
landed at the U.S. air base near 
the city . 
But a U.S. spokesman in Sai­ 
gon said there has been no indi­ 
cation that any fire had been 
specifically 
directed 
against 
U.S. troops. 
There was a report that Viet­ 
namese marines loy al to Ky 
entered a Buddhist pagoda com­ 
plex in the western end of Da 
Nang where dissident troops 
have been holding out and that 
bodies of several monks were 
seen near a pagoda. The report 
could not be verified. 
Tne source put the number 
killed at IO and the wounded — 
both military and civilian — at 
about 180. This source said 150 
persons were taken into custody 
and that weapons and grenades 
w-re seized. 
The fighting took place main­ 
ly at the Tan Linh Pagoda, one 
of the secondary structures in 
the complex , the source said.

Cu rrently several firms p ro­ 
duce, on a limited scale, sy nth e­ 
tic p rodu cts th at are intended 
to su bstitu te for meats and p oul­ 
try .

Reuben Joh nson, director of 
th e Legislative Services Divi­ 
sion of th e National Farmers 
Union, said in a statement th e 
economic statistics sh ow th at 
for many y ears, th e farmer h as 
been subsidizing th e consu mer 
th rough food p rice at levels 
not fair to p roducers. 
Off and on for many y ears, 
farm group s h ave made th e 
comp laint th at consumers h ave 


been subsidized m u c h more 
th an farmers. 
But in p ush ing th e argu ment 
;o th e forefront now, farm lead­ 
ers ap p arently believe th at may ­ 
be it will get attention because 
of th e p ublic interest in food 
costs. Often in th e p ast wh en 
th e contention was made, it was 
difficult to get any p ublic at­ 
tention becau se little or no p u b­ 
lic attention w’as being focused 
on th e food bill. 
Th e argu ment th at farmers 
subsidize th e consu mer is based 
on th e so-called p arity p rice and 
income goal of federal farm 
legislation. Prices and incomes 
at th e p arity lev el are declared 
to be fair to farmers and con­ 
su mers alike. Th is level is de­ 
termined by formula in th e farm 
laws. 
Last y ear, for ex amp le, th e 
income of th e farm p op ulation 
was only 63 p er cent of th at of 
th e nonfarm p op ulation. At p res­ 


ent, farm p rices as a wh ole 
are only 80 p er cent of th e p ar­ 
ity goal. 
Hence, farm leaders contend, 
wh en consumers get food based 
on farm p rices at less th an 
p arity , 
th ey 
are 
being su b­ 
sidized by th e farmer. 
It h as been estimated fro m 
time to time th at farmers h ave 
subsidized th e nation’s food bill 
between $35 and $40 billion since 
th e p arity goal was set up by 
law in th e early 1930s. 
In 41 out of th e 50 y ears be­ 
tween 1915 and 1965, th e food- 
cost index h as been less tha n 
th e cost of living index . In th e 
p ast 10 y ears th e food-cost in­ 
dex h as ex ceeded th e cost of 
living index only twice. 
Th e Farmers Union said re­ 
cently any one sh ould be able 
“to recognie th at fa rmers a re 
seated at th e second table with 
a smaller p iece of th e nation's 
p ie.”

Tax Tipsters 


The U. S. Internal Revenu e Service 
li- still getting lots of mail. Not all of it 
is from taxpayers filing late retu rns 
for last year. Thou sands of letters are 
from informers who claim they know 
of someone who is cheating the gov­ 
ernment. 
Many Americans regard informers 
with antipathy, thou gh agreeing that 
no citizen shou ld illegally avoid pay­ 
ment of his taxes. Bu t approximately 
100,000 taxpayers each year tell the IRS 
ab ou t someone they su spect of cheating 
on Ins taxes. Only 5 per cent ask for a 
reward — revenu e agents never give 
a reward that is not requ ested b y the 
informer — and most of the informers 
are merely doing their du ty to help the 
government. 
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Only a small proportion of the letters 
received b y IRS are considered worthy 
of investigation. Of the 100,000 received 
last year. 9 ,840 were given a prelim­ 
inary investigation, 
and 8,79 6 were 
given the fu ll treatment. Finally, 2,39 1 
prosecu tions resu lted in the recovery 
of $13 million in b ack taxes. 
What it costs to su b stantiate the in­ 
formers’ tips and b u ild a case against 
the chiselers, IRS isn't saying. Bu t 
presu mab ly the cost is mu ch less than 
the additional taxes recovered. 
As for rewards, only 79 2 informers 
asked for and received a b ou nty for 
their information last year. They 
were 
paid an average of $755, or ab ou t $600,- 
000 in all. All of which had b etter b e 
reported as income on their tax retu rns.

Only 5 per cent ask for a 
reward — revenue agents never give 
a reward that is not requested by the 
informer — and most of the informers 
are merely doing their duty to help the 
government. 


Only a small proportion of the letters 
received by IRS are considered worthy 
of investigation. Of the 100,000 received 
last year. 9,84(1 were given a prelim­ 
inary 
investigation, 
and 
8,796 were 
given the full treatment. Finally, 2,391 
prosecutions resulted in the recovery 
of $13 million in back taxes. 
What it costs to substantiate the in­ 
formers’ tips and build a case against 
the chiselers, IRS isn t saying. But 
presumably the cost is much less than 
the additional taxes recovered. 
As for rewards, only 792 informers 
asked for and received a bounty for 
their inlormation last year. They were 
paid an average of $755, or about $600,- j 
OOO in all.
